Just before Mr. Crawshaw concluded 
his program he took time out to speak 
quite frankly about the decided lack 
of cultural developement of the Cana- 
dian people, generally speaking. He 
drew attention to the fact that our 
world of today is occupied mainly by 
films, mostly crass commercial pro 
jects; radio, more of the same; and 
a good number of books and maga- 
zines that contribute nothing to a 
persons cultura! developement. As in 
all things, he said, there are excptions 
but today the vast majority of young 
Canadians have never had the privi- 
ledge of seeing a really good live- 
talent show. Home talent programs 
are alright as far as they go but they 
do not come anywhere near the polish 
of a professional—theatrical . groug 
This does not even imply that home- 
dramatics are not a wonderful thing 
for they are. They are a major source 
of opportunity for young and old to 
gain experience in appearing before 
the public but people who study a 
part during their spare time for six 
months and then appear in maybe two 
or three performances cannot hope to 
compare with people whose whole life 
is the theatre. The same can be said 
of directors and all others essential 
in this line, 


The above is not to be taken that 
we are saying that the dramatics and 
musicals done by local talent are not 
good and are not appreciated. We 
have had the opportunity of seeing 
some of these and can say from per- 
sonal observation that as we 
were concerned the actors, actresses, 
directors and all others have done a 
creditable job. We are not setting 
ourselves up as drama critics — we 
are only saying what we know for 
ourselves,

There is another thing that I have 
learned from the research that was 
necessary to pass this information on 
to you in a simple manner, and that 
is that freezing fresh pork products 
in the manner and for the time most 
locker plants subject this product 
another SURE to kill 
chinae that may be present. 

This is something that should be 
passed on to your customers — it is 
a fact that their quick-frozen pork is 
absolute-insurafice that they run no 
risk of contracting trichinosis, but it 
should always be emphasized that all 
fresh pork products should be cooked 
to an inside temperature of 137 de- 
grees F. This is just an added pre- 
caution to the already described ad- 
vantage of quick freezing. 

It recommended that sub- 
jecting fresh pork to curing as in hams 
and bacon destroys the trichinae and 
on top of it all the locker plant has, if 
it furnishes its patrons with smoked 
products at recommended tempera- 
tures in the smokehouse, the added 
advantage of a heat treatment that 
takes all the chance out of contamina:
